Therefore, one could say that Wall teaches determining the phase shift of a voltage based solely on 
consecutive frequency measurements over multiple periods of time. 

The Examiner would like to suggest using more specific language when trying to write this limitation. For example, the limitation could 
say, "determining the phase shift of a signal at time T, based solely on n consecutive frequency measurements taken at n different times 
before time T...", or something to that effect. Because based on the way the claim was written, it could be reasonably interpreted in a few 
different ways. 
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
